the barest of discussions of the 
state’s financial problems. 
Then the Senate 
adjourned 
too, also ignoring other items 
on its calendar. It was to re­ 
turn Thursday afternoon. 
Meanwhile, 
Pennsylvania 
went through its fifth straight 
day without funding. 
The six lawm akers charged 
with resolving the budget im­ 
passe didn’t get down to work 
until late Wednesday afternoon, 
four days after their appoint­ 
ment. 
Within minutes, the two Re­ 
publican conferees were asked 
to leave, while the four Demo­ 
crats decided on a strategy. 
After an hour, the Republi­ 
cans were called1 back, but only 
to be told that the GOP’s budg­ 
et suggestions were “ unaccep­ 
table,” according to Rep.

This was. another plus for the 
South Dakota senator since the 
Daley slate was uncommitted 
but a m ajority of the replace­ 
ments favors McGovern.

A Gracious Lady 


Dr. A1 ice E. Sheppard, who died Sun­ 
day, w as a gracious lady who served her 
com m unity, state arid nation. 
But m ore im portant she served man* 
kind. 
Dr. Sheppard was an obstetrician but 
she also was a fam ily doctor. She prac- 
"iiced the old-fashioned type of m edicine; 
the type where her patients’ problem s 
becam e her problem s; where their sorrow 
becam e her sorrow and where their joys 
becam e her joys. 
She was m ore interested in their well 
being than her own well being. 
Som ewhat of a pioneer, she becam e 
f the a re a ’s second woman physician. 
When she started practice in Potts* 
town in 1928, a woman doctor w as a 
rarity . In m any areas women doctors 
w eren’t accepted. 
B ut Pottstow n was quick to accept 
Dr. Sheppard because the residents in 
town then detected her strong sense of 
dedication. 
But dedication alone does not m ake 
a good doctor. That takes knowledge and 
understanding. Dr. Sheppard had a full 
m easure of both. 
It has been said that her patients 
loved her. 
- 
This is true. She had m ore than the 
respect of her patients. She did have 
their love. 
She went into their homes, and to her 
the whole patient was param ount and not 
ju st his illness. 
She believed in TLC—tender, loving 
care. 


To those who worked under h er— 
student 
nurses 
and 
others—she 
w as 


strict. She dem anded the best for her 
patients and wouldn’t tolerate half h eart­ 
ed or inefficient efforts on their behalf. 
During her 40-year career in Potts­ 
town,, 
she delivered 
m ore than 
2,000 
babies. Each is a testimony to her. 
Dr. Sheppard w as always in the fore; 
front with new procedures and system s 
but never lost her rapport with each 
individual patient. 
She not only delivered 
babies but 
cared for them as they grew. She w atched 
m any of her babies grow to childhood 
and m aturity. 
She gave them their first shots and 
often their first piece of non-parental 
advice. 
Dr. Sheppard didn’t sta rt off in life to 
be a physician. After finishing college 
she taught at the Wyndcroft school. 
Today, no one knows w hat caused her 
to change from 
a 
school teacher 
to 
physician. 
Perhaps 
she 
observed 
the 
need, perhaps she saw hum an suffering. 
She left her teaching career and re­ 
turned to school. 
Pottstow n is a better place because 
she did. 
Although she was a general practioner, 
obstetrics was her first love; her special­ 
ty during the period when specialities 
w eren’t common. 
Dr. Sheppard served nearly a half 
century in the hospitals in Pottstown. 
Now that a new hospital is under­ 
w ay, it would seem appropriate for the 
board to nam e the obstetrical section 
“The Doctor Alice E. Sheppard Memorial 
W ing.” 
It would be an honor that she deserves.

close to the TV screen. 
So heed the sound advice 
of ophthalmologists and 
the 
American 
O p t o m e t r i c 
Association. Check the vision 
of kiddies like Diane. 
Here 
are seven 
standard 
rules for TV/viewers of all 
ages: 
(1) Place the TV set on the 
level of the eyes so you don’t 
keep your head bowed down 
to view the screen. 
O l d e r 
(bifocal) 
people 
especially need TV to be at 
the height of a table for they 
can’t see TV through their 
lower bifocal lens. 


And the excessive forward 
tilting of the head causes bad 
posture and even pain in the 
neck. 
(2) Don’t watch TV in a 
dark room so try to have a 
soft over-all lighting. 
But don’t turn on bridge 
lamps or other lights that are 
in your field of vision, for 
then your eyes will fatigue 
hen 
yur 
eyes 
wll 
fague 
much faster. 
(3) Adjust the TV brightness 
and contrast after your room 
lights are on. 
And stay at a distance of 
at least five times the width 
of your TV screen! 
(4) 
O ccasionally, 
change 
the 
focus 
of your eyes 
to 
break 
the 
strain 
on 
the 
muscles that have maintained 
your fixed focus on the TV 
screen. 
At each “commercial,” look 
around the room or glance at 
your newspaper. 
(5)

prevents the otherwise severe 
contrast of a bright TV screen 
in a black room, then TV 
viewing is O. K. 
But beware of reflections on 
the TV screen from beams of 
sunlight 
or 
light 
bulbs 
in 
adjacent rooms. 
Even you office girls should 
likewise avoid shiny reflec­ 
tions fromi your typewriters, 
for any such bright object in 
view makes your eye muscles 
do more work resisting the 
shiny attraction as they focus 
on the keyboard. 
You 
typists 
should 
thus 
wear eyeshades to shield your 
eyes from overhead bulbs or 
window glare, etc. 
(7) Color TV offers sharper 
contrast than ordinary black 
and 
white

business.

President on the quick tour was 
H a r r i s b u r g Mayor Harold, 
Swe.ns.on, (a Democrat)., 
Looking at this 
from 
one 
viewpoint, the situation was one 
of 
a 
Republican 
President 
choppers ng Into the nerve center 
of a Democratic stronghold.. 
But this, of course, is the 
narrow 
viewpoint. 
For 
the 
broad and. proper viewpoint was 
one of a concerned President 
personally, 
and 
without 
the 
usual, very sophisticated, ad­ 
vance fanfare paying a surprise 
visit into the center of a flood- 
ravaged part of the country. 
The President's tour 'with the 
lieutenant governor and mayor 
was quick but comprehensive.

Had the President wanted to 
"milk” the event for favorable 
publicity, 
he

have 
lingered In Harrisburg and let 
the news media, hover around. 
Instead, he coptered in with 
relative quiet, exchanged views 
of concern and, hope with the 
state and city officials; 
and 
promised all, federal aid and 
finances .possible1., 
'The 
result 
was 
a 
classic 
example of how elected officials 
of differing parties can rise 
above politics and demonstrate 
'that 
they 
can, 
indeed, 
be 
statesmen.

.Sunday before. But it was a 
delightful sight to the check- 
casters!

watches 
exceeded 3 inches in diameter 
and were larger than many of 
today’s alarm clocks. But the 
artistry came to full flower only 
with highly decorated cases and 
complicated works. 
¡Some of the eases, which had 
a cover that snapped open to 
view the dial, consisted of 18- 
karat gold and gave evidence 
of countless hours of tedious 
engraving. 


ENAMEL CASES 
Others featured enamel cases, 
in full color, depicting scenery, 
flowers, geometric and artistic 
designs. 
H u n t e r s 
preferred cases 
decorated 
with 
meticulously 
detailed engravings of wildlife, 
while railroad buffs took pride 
in the 'beauty of their favorite 
steam, locomotives. 
While wrist watches in recent 
years also featured calendars 
that show not only the day of 
the month, but, also the day of 
the week, some 
of the old 
watches excelled such simple 
gadgetry. 
Some 
watches 
not 
only 
showed 
'hours, 
minutes 
and 
seconds, days, and dates, but 
also showed 
the month, 
the 
phase of the moon, whether it 
was day or night. 
'One watch 
indicated ships 
bells, 
another 
instead 
of 
numerals, whether Roman or 
Arabic, employed pictures of 
miniature playing cards. 
Another watch had six time 


dials and a seconds dial, which 
showed the time in six cities 
of the world. 
Watches also featured por­ 
traits of beautiful women or 
prominent 
Frenchmen. 
Some 
used animated figures instead 
of a seconds dial, in one ease 
showing a figure of a man 
hammering away at an anvil, 
while 
another 
depicted 
a 
woman’s face with constantly 
blinking eyes. 
One watch, made in London, 
featured 
a 
six-bell 
carillon 
which could play three separate 
melodies, a minuet, a. dance or 
a song. 
But Shutt continued, a watch 
need not be unusual to com­ 
mand a high price. If it is 
scarce 
today, 
it 
is 
highly 
sought-after, even 
if it was 
fairly common in its day. 
Even some of the so-called 
dollar watches, which were to 
the watch industry what the 
Model. T was to the auto in­ 
dustry, are in demand today. 
One of the most successful 
early pioneers was Robert H. 
Ingersoll 
and 
his

brother, Charles. By 1919 50 
million of the Ingersoll Yankee 
were in circulation. 
Another famous name was the 
Pocket 
Ben, the 
product of 
Western Clock Co., later known 
as Westclox. The E. Ingraham 
Co.

watchmaking, 
also 
p r o d u. c e d inexpensive time 
pieces. 
One of the most outstanding 
collections of watches is housed 
in the Ford museum in Dear­ 
born, 
Mich.

Henry Ford’s early interest in 
watches, 
who 
started 
his 
professional career as a wat­ 
chmaker. 
One 
of the 
most 
reliable 
watches, 
relying 
heavily 
on 
jeweled movements was the one 
produced in nearby Lancaster. 
The Hamilton Watch Co., which 
went out of business just a few 
years ago, produced timepieces 
especially for railroad men who 
insisted on accuracy within a 
few seconds per day. 
A watch has value for a 
collector only if it runs, for if 
it needs to be repaired, the 
collector runs the great risk of 
not being able to locate a part 
if needed., the dealer warned'. 
Shutt 
occasionally

Bankers Believe Low Prices for Dollar 


In Europe Result from a Larger Supply 


NEW YORK (AP) - Current 
low prices for the dollar In Eu­ 
rope are the result of a larger 
supply, not because people 
have less confidence in the 
A m e r i c a n currency, some 
bankers believe. 
The dollar was lower in Eu­ 
ropean markets Wednesday but 
only because banks are turning 
out more Eurodollars, they be­ 
lieve. The fact that interest 
rates on dollar loans are not 
going up is proof to some that 
the dollar will not be devalued 
again. 
“There’s no lack of con­ 
fidence in the dollar,” said Wil­ 
liam Wolman of Argus Re­ 
search. He has just returned 
from a lengthy European trip 


during which he talked to offi­ 
cials of the major central (gov­ 
ernment) banks. 
“The dollar is still a pretty 
good currency,” he said, “'be­ 
cause the European inflation is 
still going on. That makes the 
dollar more stable. 
“What is happening is that 
the dollar is a vehicle curren­ 
cy—if anybody wants to specu­ 
late against the pound, he bor­ 
rows dollars to do it. Therefore 
any weakness in any currency 
shows up as a dollar weak­ 
ness.”

All About Horses 


By JOHN IH. SHROPSHIRE 
COOLING OUT 
Most horsemen appreciate the importance of cooling 
out a horse after normal exercise. 
To be on the safe side, horses should be walked until 
they are dry. 
More experienced horsemen can tell w-hen a horse is 
cool enough hy feeling the chest. If It is not hot to the 
touch, then they may be put up with a light blanket. 
They should not be given large quantities of water or 
concentrates when they are hot. This can cause founder. 
A few sips of water and grass or hay is quite safe to be fed 
during the cooling out. 
A little common sense will often prevent a horse from' 
becoming overheated. Remember, a horse can stand a 
great deal more heat on a very dry day. So, if it is hot and 
humid, take it easy. You’ll both last longer. 
Cooling out a horse after very strenous exercise is 
another m atter and some suggestions by Doctors Mackay- 
Smith and .Leslie of the Delaware Equine Center are worthy 
of note. 
“ Such cooling is almost as important in maintaining fit­ 
ness as are conditioning exercises. 
When washing a horse which is hot from exercise, it 
is im portant to use quite warm water. 
Cold water will not effectively cool a horse when it is 
washed over his shoulders, back and rum.p. In fact, the 
results can be to the contrary and adverse. 
Cold water has the effect of upsetting the nervous sys­ 
tem which controls the circulation to the superficial, and 
deep structures. 
Cold water can in fact cause retention of heat. 


WASH W ITH WARM WATER 
If a horse is to be washed, it must be with warm water 
and only to remove the salt, sweat and dirt. He should then 
be scraped. The shoulders or other heavily muscled areas 
m ay then be massaged. 
If warm water is not available, the animal should not 
- 
be washed, only rubbed dry and clean. 
Horses build up tremendous amounts of heat deep in 
their muscles over long periods of exercise. This heat must 
be rem oved by the blood circulation. 
Thus, the importance of walking a hot horse until he 
is cool on the surface. If allowed to stand and cool, he may 
still retain large quantities of heat in the deeper structures. 
If the horse’s rectal tem perature after exercise is above 
1(14° F. it m ay be advisable to use cool w ater over the areas 
where vessels carry the blood close to the surface. 
There are numerous vessels over the head, the under­ 
side of the neck, the underside of the tail and between the 
front legs. 
Meantime, continue to walk the anim al so that the cir­ 
culation in and out of the muscles is maintained. 
If the little saying 'm assage the muscles and bathe the 
blood.’ can be kept in mind, prostration, shock and other 
unfortunate consequences of severe exertion, overheating or 
exhaustion can generally be avoided.” 
A horse that is well conditioned, fit not fat, can tolerate 
much m ore heat, than one that is not. He does not sweat 
as much, what sweat there is dries faster and he cools out 
more readily. 
You don’t have to be an expert to know the limits of 
your horse’s endurance, careful observation can prevent 
problems.
